AN ACT far the protection of purchasers of the school, university 
and swamp lands of thig state. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sestae 
and assembly, do enact as follows 

Satanex 1. Any person or persons holding a cexti- premiuma or, 
lento or certificates of sale from the proper officers of b"d" 11"' 
this state, for any of the school, university or swamp 
leads of this state, shall have the same right to prose-
cute and maintain actions to recover damages for inju-
ries done to such lands, or to prevent trespsses there-
on or other injuries thereto, by injunctions or otherwise, 
al if sneh person or imams were the owners thereof in 
fee simple ; and for the purposes of this act, the holder 
or holders of any sneh certificate or certificates shell 
be regarded in law as the real owner of the land from 
and after the time of payment by him of the first in-
stallment of the payment of the purchase money for 
the said land. No such injunction shall ever be denied 
by any court on the ground that the party or parties to 
be enjoined are not shown to be irresponsible or insol-
vent.
